tred againſt thoſe, who hold the truth, that they will not ſo much 
as giue care totheir Arguments; but refit the holy Ghoſt, who 
ſpeaketh by their mouth ; 'of which ſorrof men Salomon ſpake 
truly ; eo foole hath no delight in vnde; ſtanding, wnleſſe thou doeft

which is the true Faith ? 

I anſwer, thatin this caſe, he muſt implore Gods helpe, - as

which is true and acceptable vnto him; and we may preſume, 
that God in his mercy will open ynto him that ſo knocketh, and 
that ( if his negligence in ſeeking after the truth, or ſome other 
foule Sinne hinder not ) God will ſo worke in his heart, that hee 


ſhall not giue way vntoerror, for God preſerneth them that lone x xtr2 de ſpe[«

commeth to paſſe through his owne negligence-is the faith, 
becauſe he is careleſſe to viiderſtand.the. Lid, which is made 
manifeſt jn-the Scriptures, and. conſequently. is vnexcuſable,, 
eſpecially thoſe who liue in ſuch places, where Gods word is 
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light thereof. Neither can they pretend feare of hereſie ; See- 
ing the Scriptures cannot deceiue any one, nor neuer did, who 
did reade it to the end hee might ſcrue God the more truly, 
and demeane himſclfe roward his neighbour. the more chari- 
tably, and order his owne perſon the more foberly and 
chaftly, 

Therefore it is tobe feared, that the State of thoſe Pupiſts, 
who liue in this kingdome and other countries, where the &9- 
wiſh Inquiſition is exauthorized, is damnable ; for here Chrit 
fpcaketh-ynto you, and you refuſe to be acquainted with the 
knowledge of his wayes; and therefore your good meaning: 
cannot excuſe and defend you, but your #/ilfull affefted Igno- 
rance will accuſe and condemne you, for no ignorance doth 
excuſe in tholethings whicha maa is bound to beleeue - and 
know,

luing and dying in the Romyh Religion, ſeeing our Forefathere 
who departed this life in the fame, are ( as wee hope ) faued, 
who had they beenc Heretickes muſt neceſſarily .haue periſh- 
cd; And you ſay the Ramiſh Religion 35 herefie. 

For an anſwer; let vs conſider, that, not cucry one that be. 
teeueth ſome points of religion, whereunto they are bound in 
an hereticall Church, is preſently cenſured to be an hereticke; 
vnleſſe ke doe willingly aſſent, to ſuch particular Articles of 
theirbeleefc, which doe derrogate from the. yertue of Chrilt 
his Creſe, ( which is the ſole hope of the Chriftian ) cither di- 
rely, or by conſequent ; if he keepe the Foundation whole, and 
held no particular errour in matters of faith againſt the Truth, 
manifeſted to his conſcience; There is no doubt of him, but 
through Gods mercy he ſhall be ſafe; Bur ſuch were .the. fatre 
greater patz of the Laity inthe time of Popery ; of whom ne 
more was required to be knowne in matters of faith, butonly: 
the Lords Prayer,the (reed.che Deca/ogne, the ſalmation of the 
bliſſed Virgin, and 4 generall ſuperficiall knowledge of the Saora- 
ment of Baptiſmee, and the Euchariſt: and that of Pernance and 
oberbence to the Church ; Though they never knew what other 
points the Church commanded, or belcened Explicite; they 
yycre probibited from Inquiſition, - into farther particular 
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Iremeus lit. 2. 


Tubtilties of Diuinity, which were to be deduced out of the 


precedent heads ; which was a great meanes,through the mer. 
cifull prouidence of God , for the preferuation of the people, 
who by the knowledge and beliefe of theſe particulars, mighr 
haue periſhed,as well as their great Maſters, So that it pleaſed 
Gods goodneſle, by that impoſed ignorance, to preſerue them 
from fundamentall errors, and by their ſimple credality,and ins- 
plicite faith, inthe principall of the fore-named points, to giue 
them ſaluation ; whereas their ſubtill, Schoole-men, and learned 
Dixizes , who diſputed and broached many blaſphemous ab- 
ſurdities, ranneheadlong to hell, 

For as that Ancient ſaid ; Melins oft ergo et viilins, Idyotas ot 


con hec.cap 4s parum ſcientes exiſtere , et per charitatem proximun fieri Deo,

quam putare multum ſcire , et multa expertos in ſuum Deun 
blaſzhemos inueniri : It is better and more profitable to be No- 
uices, and haue but a little knowledge, if by loue wee become 
nigh vnto God,then to thinke you know much,and are expert 
in many things, if withall you be blaſphemous againſt God. 

Infinite ſuch perſons were ſaued inthe primitive Charch ; 
They acknowledged one God onely, and the ſame their Crea- 
tor, whom they were to worſhip , and that they were redeemed b 
the bloud of Teſus Chriſt , m whom alone they repoſed all their 
hope, and confidence, and renounced all that was againſt this do= 
Hrine. 

Such was the faith of our fore-fathers in the dayes of Popery, 
they were not acquainted with the herefics of their DoCors 
and Teachers, but died inthis confeſſion. Viz. 

That they reiojced, that they dyed in the faith of Chriſt, that 
they confeſſed that they did not leade their lines as they ought to 
haze done, and that they lined ſo wickedly, that they — eter- 
wall death ; that they were penitent for the ſame, that they reſo!- 
ned to amend, if they did lime any longer ; that they beleened, that 
Teſus Chriſt the Sonne of God , was borne of the glorious virgine 
—_ That he dyed for them; and that they gave hms thankes 
for theſe benefits ; and that they beleewed, that they conld not be 
ſane, by any other meanes,but onely by his death aud paſſion ; and 
in this confeſſion , they commended their ſoulcs into the hands 
of Almighty God, anddicd ſecurcly. FI

eſpecially ſeeing he is more prone to ſaue, then to condemne, 
or that his Mercy is not leſſe, to take, pity, andto pardon,ther 
his Inftice, to revenge and puniſh? 

They fay, it tandeth not with the goodneſſe of God, to be 
cruell againſt his.creatures, and that heeſhould ſuffer any of 
thoſe whom he hath made, to periſh; And thus while they . 
thinke, They honour his goodneſſe, they offerid bis Truth. 

From-whence they conclude, that the immenſity of Gods . 
mercy and goodnefle is ſuch, that he will ſaue euery man in his 
owne faith, law, ſe&, or religion, if ſo be he belecue the ſame. 
to be goodand pleaſing ynto Gad. 

* They argue farther; Thar it is a great preſumption to- 
ſuppoſe, that a fewe Chriſtians, ſhould thinke themſclues . 
only to be ſaued, the whole remaining multitude of euill . 
Chriftians, which farre exceede the good in number, beſide

It is certaine , that hee created chem-out of theriches of 
his goodnefſe , and beftowed many great guifts on-them 
freely ; Bur hee neuer puniſhed any withour their molt ju 
deſert: Whence it appeareth, that the Iuſtice of God, is the 
efficient cauſe of their damnation; but their owne euill deſerts 
are (as it were)the material and meritorious cauſe of their pers 
dition. 

But thatthere are ſo many damaed , and fo few which are, 
and ſhall be ſaued ; is cauſed partly by the Iuſtice of God; 
partly through want of diſpoſitionria Man, to recciue and en- 
tertaine Gods mercy. 

Therefore whereas ſome doe reafon , from - the inclina- 
tion of Gods Nature vnto mercie , and that therefore hee 
ſhould ſauc. all, or.at the leaſt-, more thea hee doth cons 
demne ;- 

I doe anſwere : That Gods nature is not different, Sothat 
ke ſhould haue more mercy then Tuſtice; for whatſocuer is in 
God is infinite ; heis infinitely iuft, as he is mercifull, though 
in this world he doth exerciſe his mercy, more then his luſtice. 
And true itis that God would.faue all men, if they were dif- 
poſed _— which becauſe they are not , therefore
